Tfiere was s M Foot Tall wooden rail Fence located 1 0 leet in Iront of the stage 
that separated ll>a public FrcMn the siage. Tha adult Big Cats., specillcally adult Tigers and an adull Ljger, wara 
led from the backstage hokJing area out to the stage by lhe Licensee. The Big Cals had a collar around Ibeir 
neck thai was connedted to e chain laash ihet waa hald by iba UOGneae. Eturing tha stidw, the Bg Cats ware 
led across the stage arid went up onlo an elevated platform during Ihe presenlation. Allhough there was a cable 
system present pn the sfage, fbe leash that was held by the Licensee was [he only method pf restraind being 
used to conirol the Big Cats during the show. 

Per this £actiorr oF tho Regulations, dangarPus ertimals must ba under the direct control ol itre handler whenever 
these animals are exhibiled to the public. The use of a leash lhaJ is held by a handler as the sole means of 
control when an adult Big Cat la being eKhibiied to the public lia not auFtiiciant to restrain a pawerlul potentially 
dangerous adult Big Cat, 

The Licensee needs lo include the cable syslem as an additional method ol restraint to ensure Ihe Big Cats 
remain under ihe rfrect conirol ■during public exhibition for the safely of the public.
